Speaking, before a student or- 
gaMatidi calling itself “npfaa- 
; ti m :Uniflcatio n” at LoiiSana 
State University in New ' Or- 
leans, Mss Castro warned that 
Cuba was being utilized by the 
Soviet Union as “a military 
base fwr subversion and aggres- 
sion.” 

' ‘i She niaintained thaP the U.k 
did not come out the ■winner in 
the.: 1962 missile crisis, .when the 
U.S.^ forced the Russians to 
Wilhdraw offensive missiles from 
the island, ^e said a pact was 
. signed then ■ between the U.S. 
and JRussia ‘without the knowl- 
edge of the Cuban and Ameri- 
can people/^"'^ ' . 

This pact, she said, stipulated 
; that the Soviets would withdraw 
theit rockets from Cuba in ex- 
change lor a U.S. commitment; 
nob to invade Cuba or allow oth- 
ers' to do it, includng anti-Com-

I Two' years 'ago. Miss Castro 
said, the Russians started to in- 
trcrfuce in Cuba equipment to 
build two nuclear reactors. This 
move, she said, was meant as a 
new “s trategic blackmail” 
against the nations of North 
America. 

Miss Castro said the Ameri- 
can people should demand an 
explanation from its ofticials on 
“why is it and how is it that the 
I Soviet Union is building another 
I nuclear base in Cuba.” ‘ 

She asserted that the' present 
; American “show case” policy- 
jhas failed, meaning that the 
idea of shewing Cuba as a bad 
example of what communism is.

The policy 
of expecting an internal revolt 
failed. The policy of plotting 
with those around Fidel failed. 
The policy of encouraging the 
Soviet Union to purge Fidel 
failed. The policy of coexisting 
and negotiating also failed.”
